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FOG BARRIER HOLDS 
BYRD TLL SATURDAY: 
HR GHAFES AT DELAY 


Bad Weather Over Most of His 
Course Held Too Perilous 
to Permit Venture. 


FLIER BADLY DISAPPOINTED 





But Views Scientific Aims as 
Too Important to Take Great 
Risk in Unsettled Area. 


START AT NIGHT GIVEN UP 





Commander Talks of Hop at 4 A. M. 
Tomorrow, but Doubts He Can Do It 
—Versatile Crew Anxious to Go. 


The weather, which seems to be 
doing everything possible to delay 
the start of Commander Richard E. 
Byrd’s flight to Paris, presented last 
night a barrier which was not ex- 
pected to lift until tomorrow morn- 
ing at the earliest. It was hoped 
that he would be able to get away 
certainly by Saturday. 

Me have recommended to Com- 
mander Byrd that he postpone his 
flight until these conditions are 
cleared up,”’ said Dr. James H. Kim- 
ball of the local Weather Bureau. 
“That will not occur for twenty-four 
or thirty-six hours yet, perhaps 
longer. This flight is different from 
the others. There is no race here— 
no flying for a prize. Commander 
Byrd is anxious to establish some 
rules which transatlamtic fliers of 
the future can follow. It is a mat- 
ter of great interest to us in the 
Weather Bureau and we are co- 
operating with him in every way 
possible.”’ 


Fog Barrier Too Dangerous. 


The conditions which impose a bar- 
rier too dangerous to try to over- 
come in such an experimental flight, 
with a very large plane, big load 
and crew of four men, extend all 
the way up the coast to New- 
fo ad, and from there nearly to 
the coast. Low lying clouds, 
with fog and rain, make visibility 
very bad. The low pressure area 
which has been off Nantucket is 
moving slowly north, and last night 
was between Sable Island and Hali- 
fax. To make matters worse the 
winds are conflicting and of uncer- 
tain direction and strength. 

It is still sufficiently cold off the 
banks and along the upper part of 
the course which Commander Byrd 
will follow to make this fogzy con- 
dition extremely dangerous because 
of the possibility of ice forming on 
the wings. While it is. part of his 
plan to learn as much of the un- 
favorable weather conditions while 
flying across as possible, so that 
eventually transatlantic planes may 
dodge bad areas while in flight or 
turn them to advantage, Commander 

does not wish to imperil the 
ultimate pu of his flight by tak- 
ing off while conditions are too se- 
vere. He is a man of reckless cour- 
age in an emergency, or when forc- 
ing his way through difficulties, but 
he is also a scientist and investigator, 
and in this particular case his de- 
tire to get away under any condi- 
tions is checked by his wish to 
make his flight as successful as pos- 


sible from the point of view of data 
obtained. 


Take-Off Tomorrow Unlikely. 
After looking over the weather re- 
ports last night Commander Byrd 
said there was no possibility of his 
taking off this morning, and a bare 


possibility of his getting away at 4 
o'clock tomorrow morning. He said 
he was betting ten to one against 
even that, however. He was greatly 
disappointed by the new delay. 

The conditions facing Commander 
Byrd now are exactly the reverse of 
those which he overcame at Spitzber- 

en before taking off for the North 

ole. There his problem was to get 
his e ashore through the ice, 
which seemed im ible when he 
gave his orders. He overcame diffi- 
culties which seemed insurmount- 
able an@ then took off down an in- 
cline of snow, where the slightest 
mismanagement or bad judgment 
would have the plane and 
those in it. That take-off was as fine 
an exhibition of courage as could be 
had. Now he has a perfect runway, 
or as hear perfect as a runway can 
be- made without a hard surface, but 
the weather, which was ect the 
day of his polar ~~ blocking 
him.

Denies His Company’s Stock Is

Albert H. Wiggin, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank and Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Board of 
the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit Cor- 
poration, admitted yesterday at the 
readjustment plan hearing before the 
Transit Commission that one of his 
reasons for approving the purchase 
of 19,600 shares of Interborough 
stock by the B. M. T. was to give the 
B. M. T. a voice in any negotiations 
by the city toward acquiring the In- 
terborough properties and to attempt 
to block these negotiations, in case 
the city should not offer a ‘‘fair’’ 
price. 

Mr. Wiggin explained his interest 
and that of other B. M. T. directors 
in a partly competitive company by 
saying that the B. M. T. was inter- 
es generally in the traction busi- 
ness and that the price paid for the 
Interborough in any sale was of in- 
terest to the B. M. T. He also said 
he had believed that the purchase of 
Interborough stock was a good in- 
vestment for the B. M. T. and had 
ho for an increase in fare and 
still hopes for an increase that would 
give both companies ‘‘a fair return.’ 


Untermyer Is Pleased. 


Mr. Wiggin’s testimony that he had 
approved the Interborough stock pur- 
chase because he hoped that through 


it the B. M. T. might have a voice 
in any negotiations between the In- 
terborough and the city was received 
with satisfaction by uel Unter- 
myer, special counsel of the commis- 
sion, who had been unable to get a 
similar admission from Gerhard M.

Five deacons of Calvary Baptist

The fact that they had resigned 
became known last night following 
a membership meeting at which Dr.

Had not the insurgent deacons de- 
sired to lay their side of the contro- 
versy with their pastor before the 
public through a statement handed 
to the newspapers, little might have 
been known of the cause of the 
trouble. Dr. Straton refused to dis- 
cuss the differences between him- 
self and the five deacons, who rep- 
resent one-third of the entire board. 


Other deacons ‘who are loyal to the 
administration of Dr. Straton also 
refused to’ throw any light on the 
newest fight within.

As spokesman~ for -the dissenting 
deacons, Stephen. A. Bradford of 319 
St. John’s Place, Broo said: 
‘‘This statement is given to the press 
only sreason of the fact that its 
presentation to the membership of 
the church was blocked by gag rule.’’ 
He referred to the fact t as soon 
as one of the deacons e a move 
to read the statement to the mem- 
bers one of the adherents of Dr. 
Straton arose with a motion to ad- 
journ the meet Dr. Straton en- 
tertained the motion, and when he 
put the question to a vote the mem- 
bers were in favor of adjournment, 
and the meeting ended fore the 
statement of the anti-Straton dea- 
cons could be pres-nted. . 
The statement follows: 


We, the undersigned members of 
the Board of Deacons of Calvary 
Baptist Church, appreciating the 
great confidence imposed in us by 
the Church and the great responsi- 
bility we bear to this church and 
to the cause of Christ for which 
it stands, have labored for the ad- 
vancement of that cause and for 
the welfare of the Church as God 
has given us to see the light. 

It has been our privilege to sup- 
port and defend the pastor of this 
church on many occasions, and to 
counsel with and advise him upon 
various policies. 

It is with extreme regret that we 
now find ourselves fully at vari- 
ance with the pastor on certain 
fundamental points of doctrine and 
church conduct, and after lengthy 
and prayerful board conferences 
we are still unable to arrive at any 
common ground. 

We are particularly concerned by 
the recurrence in connection with 
certain services of this church of 
manifestations of a nature com- 
monly associated with Pentecostal- 
ism and have found all our at- 
tempts to deal with such mani- 
festations so consistently opposed 
by the pastor that we cannot es- 
cape the conclusion that his sym- 
pathies lie along that line. 

We confess ourselves wholly at 
variance with such manifestations 
and doctrines, and finding our- 
selves unable to dea] with them for 
the reasons stated here tender 
our resignations from the d of 
Deacons and all committees of the

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Because 
of his refusal to return to the United 
States to testify as an important wit- 
ness in the trial of former Secretary 
Albert B. Fall and Harry F. Sinclair 
on charges of defrauding the United 
States Government in the Teapot 
Dome lease, Harry M. Blackmer, 
former chairman of the Mid-West 
Refining Company, has been placed 
very much in the position of Edward 
Everett Hale’s ‘‘Man Without a 
Country’’ by the State Department. 
| The department has revoked and 
taken Blackmer’s passport from him, 
thus depriving him of the Govern- 
ment protection thrown around 
American travelers desiring to pass 
from one European country to 
another. Henceforth, unless Black- 
mer changes his attitude, he cannot 
depend upon the State Department, 
or any Ambassador, Minister or 
other office of the foreign service 
to aid him in crossing European 
boundaries. 

Whether the Government suspected 
that Blackmer intended to leave 
France, where he has been living, 
for some distant land, where he 
would be even more difficult of ac- 


| cess, could not be definitely estab- 


lished, but, at any rate, if he con- 
templates such a step he will be 
thrown upon his own ingenuity. 


Faces Subpoena on Return. 


Blackmer has only one chance to 
recover his passport, namely, to ap- 
ply for one to return to the United 
States. But as Blackmer evaded 


service of a subpoena for a lon

he will seek a chance to come home, 
knowing that this would mean facing 
another subpoena on landing, or ar- 
rest for contempt of court, or con- 
fiscation of his American property 
under the drastic Walsh law recent- 
ly enacted by Congress to meet this 
very case.

Four days before last Monday’s at- 
tack on three Jewish internes in the 
Kings County Hospital, which is 
charged to six of their Christian col- 
leagues, Dr. Mortimer D. Jones, 
Medical Superintendent of the hos- 
pital, wrote a letter to Dr. Louis M. 
Gross, Chairman of a committee of 
rabbis, promising to eliminate anti- 
Semitic agitation among the doctors 
and nurses in the hospital. , 

This w:3 disclosed yesterday at a 
c ‘erence of the Jewish. internes 
and rabbis in the office of Nathan 
Sweedler of 44 Court Street, Brook- 
lyn, counsel for the internes. Dr. 
Gross and Mr. Sweedler cited the 
letter as evidence of their charge 
that there was discrimination against 
Jewish patients as well as internes 
in the hospital. Dr. Gross said the 
hospital management was responsi- 
ble for the situation and predicted 
that Mayor Walker’s .investigation, 
scheduled to begin on next Wednes- 
day, would disclose conditions much 
worse than those already revealed. 

Other developments yesterday were 
a summary order by. Commissioner 
of Public Welfare Bird S. Coler for 
the six accused internes, already sus- 
pended, to take their belongings and 
leave the hospital at once, which 
they did; refusal by the six internes 
to resign in return for withdrawal 
of the criminal charges against 
them; charges of continuous perse- 
cution of Jewish patients as well as 
internes over a long period of years; 
a suggestion from Commissioner 
Coler that Mayor Walker ask the ad- 
vice of the American College of Sur- 
geons and the Academy of Medicine 
in his investigation of all the city 
hospitals which has resulted from 
the internes’ case, and a statement 
by Mayor Walker that he would con-

_Conference With Jones.

‘*The House tera,” he declared,

The advantages of the reform, he 
said, would outweigh the sacrifices, 
and. those who opposed it were 
throwing away their last chance of 
preserving the hereditary pringiple 
of the upper chamber.

Courts Are Sifting Charges That 
Many Americans Get Their 
Decrees Through Fraud.

DECLARES FOR LOW TARIFF 


Germany WIIIl Work to That End— 
Non-Agreement of France 
Deplored by Minister.

HAMBURG, June 22—‘*The stabil- 
ity of the German currency is abso- 
lutely assured and will never be 
again endangered,” said Dr. Curtius, 


Minister of Commerce, at the annual 

convention today of the Central Or- 

ganization of German Chambers of 
erce. 

“Not even the reparation obliga- 
tions will be able to interfere th 
this stability,"’ Dr. Curtfius added. 
‘"The forces for execution of the 
Dawes plan, especially the repara- 
tions agent, have various means of 
enforcing the fulfillment of the Ger- 
man political obligations, but they 
cannot take any measures at the 
expense of stability of the 
Reich’s currency.”’ 

In the course of his speech the 
Minister said that Germany will be 
dependent for a tong time on foreign 
credits and that repayment of the 
necessary loans might mean a cer- 
tain danger, but that it could be 
easily averted by increasing the rate 
of discount. 

This step would not only bring 
back German capital which tempo- 
rarily went abroad in search of high- 
er profits, but would also attract for- 
eign investments, he said. In order 
to bring In still more foreign capital, 
the Minister pointed out that it 
would be necessary to abolish the 
temporary or suspended tax on capi- 
tal earnings entirely. 

Further on he took a decided stand 
against the proposed coal and iron 
price increases, which, in his esti- 
— —— — — cripple German indus- 

ry irreparably. to the 
probiem of — at Eater gone, Prono 
Dr. Curtius said that it was neces- 
sary to nationalize industries beyond 
the borders of the various States 
and to form international combina- 
tions. 

Nothing was more deplorable, the 
speaker continued, than 
that an economic and industrial un- 
derstanding between France and 
Germany had not yet been reached. 
Should the German efforts to reach 
such an agreement be in vain, the 
Paris Government must know it is 
responsible if the developments in 
European economic conditions be- 
come still worse, he asserted. 

Regarding German customs policy, 
Dr. Curtius said the World Econ- 
omic Conference has pointed out 
three ways to gower the tariff walls. 
First, action by the League of Na- 
tions to reduce all duties; second, 
the conclusion of commercial treat- 
ies of iong duration; third, volun- 
tary reduction of their tariffs by 
individual States.

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RUSSELL SCOTT WINS 


FIGHT FOR RETRIAL 


Illinois Supreme Court Rules 
That He Did Not Receive 
Impartial Justice. 


CHICAGO COURT CRITICIZED 


Judge Kavanaugh Accused of Pre]- 
udice at Murder Trial and Prose- 
eutor Crowe of Misconduct. 


CHICAGO, June 22 @).—Six times 
within the shadow of the gallows and 
four times saved by last-minute re- 
prieves, Russell T. Scott, sentenced 
to death for murder, gained a new 
trial today when the State Supreme 
Court remanded his case, with se- 
vere criticism of Judge Marcus Kav- 
anaugh and the office of Robert E. 
Crowe, Cook County State’s Attor- 
ney. 

‘‘We wish it distinctly understood 
that we have not even considered the 
question of whether the defendant 
was shown by legitimate evidence in 
this case to be sane or insane within 
—* meaning of the statute,’’ said the 


The last phase of Scott’s case went 
before the high court upon an appeal 
from a decision that he had recov- 
ered sanity and was subject to hang- 
ing after his life once had been 
saved by a last-minute finding that 
he was insane and after he had 
served many months in the state 
prison for the criminal insane. 

“Tt is apparent that the defendant 
has not had a fair and impartial 
trial,’’ read the decision. Judge Kav- 
anaugh was held incompetent be- 
cause of prejudice and the jury was 
held to have been incompetent be- 
cause it was “‘unduly prejudiced by 
the conduct of the ju and the mis- 
conduct of the prosecutor.”’ 

“We have had to reverse many 
cases coming from the iminal 
Court of Cook County for similar un- 
professional conduct of the prose- 
cutors there, and we have recently 
indicated that we will not hesitate to 
reverse judgment so obtained,’’ said 
the Court in its decision handed down 


at Springfield. 

Scott heard dully and apparently 
without emotion that he again would 
be tried for the crime for which his 
‘ brother, Robert, now is serving a 
life sentence—the slaying of young 
Joseph Maurer, a clerk in a 
store robbery opposite Chicago’s City 
Hall nearly four years ago. 

Scott, now in his early thirties, 
was an actor at 20. Ten years. later 
he was a millionaire and heading a’ 
Canadian firm organized to erect a 
$30,000, bridge from Detroit, 
Mich., to Windsor, Ontario. His 
associates disagreed with him and 
forced him from the company. His 
personal fortune vanished in settle- 
ment of his affairs. 

Since his arrest his parents have 
made many pi in his be- 
half, dissipating their means in his 
defense. His wife, mother of his 
three children, publicly starved her- 
self in troit to raise funds for 
his fight for life. Detroit club 
women raised $5,000 for Scott’s de- 
fense, and the Mayor and business 
men of Windsor interceded with 
President Coolidge in his behalf. 


SEES CANADA AS UNIQUE. 


Prof. Trotter Outlines Her Political 
Position to American Librarians.

TORONTO, Ontario, June 22.—The 
puzzling position of Canada in the 


British Empire and World politics 
was outlined by Professor Reginald 
G. Trotter of Queen’s University, be- 
fore the American Library ia- 
tion this afternoon. 

“It.occupies a position among the 
nations utterly unprecedente in 
history,”® said fessor Trotter. ‘‘It 
is virtually independent politically, it 
controls all its political affairs over 
which it cares to exercise control; it 
is subordinate, accord to the def- 
initions formulated at the last Im- 
perial Conference, to no external 
authority; it is a member in its own 
rights in the League of Nations. It 
has its own legation and minister at 
Washington.’’

SAYS POLICEMAN IS BEST 


London, Paris and Brussels Have 
Refused to Use Our Method, He 
Says—Differs With Harriss. 


William P. Eno, who has devoted 
several years to the study of street 


traffic —— returned yester- 
day from Europe on the French liner 
Paris with Mrs. Eno. He criticized 
the sync of colored 
lights used in New York and he 
dicted that hand — by trained 
ffic licemen wo again pre- 
vail, Mr. Eno worked out the traffic 
regulations which were adopted in 
New York in 1903 and the rotary 
system which was edopted in Colum- 
bus Circle in 1905, in Paris in 1907 
at the Arc de Triomphe and at Tra- 
f Square, London, in April, 
1926. He was not in favor wel the 
multiple hway plan suggested re- 
cantly bY r. John A. Harriss. He 
said tt was fantastic and absurd. 
“The worst impediment to the 
scientific management of traffic at 
present,’”’ he said, ‘‘is the attempt to 


regulate it by a synchronized or pro- 
ive system of lights instead of 


cernis wyatem appeals very strongly 
to the average person who has not 
taken into consideration that traffic 
at intersections varies so greatly in 
volume and character that what is 
for —— on may not be 
ropriate for another. 

Se Millions of dollars have already 
expended by police departments 

the United States for these lights. 
ver, engineers and students of

“It is interesting to note that Lon- 
don, Paris and Brussels, all of which 
I visited while abroad, after investi-

and Brussels have red lights for the 
control of traffic, but they function 
only at the intersections where they 
are located. They are excellent, and 
London contemplates using similar 
ones. 

"The progress which traffic regula- 
tion has made in Paris in the last 
few years is phenomenal, especially 
since they have begun to train the 
traffic officers and are thus bringing 
about cooperation between police and 
drivers. ‘The new move to train 
pedestrians to be careful is to be 
commended, but there should be also 
a move at the same time to impress 
drivers as to the necessity of more 
consideration for pedestrians.”’ 

Mr. Eno said the most serious prob- 
lem in the way of Cores, efficient 
traffic control systems is the preval- 
ance of ‘“‘traffic’’ committees com- 
posed of persons who have had no 
practical experience. 

‘The trained policeman standing at 
the congested corner with his hand 
raised is stil] the best regulator of 
street traffic,’’ he concluded.

internes. Dr. Jones also said in the 
letter that he intended to submit a 
complete report to internes’ com- 
mittee of the Medical Board of the 
hospital. The letter also said, ac- 
cording to Dr. Gross, that the super- 
intendent was considering three 
lans to solve the tennis court prob- 
em — caused by refusal to let the 
Jewish internes use the courts—and 
that one of these plans must be 
tee mon Dr. Jones concluded, ac- 
cording to Dr. Gross, by promising 
that he and Commissioner Coler 
would cooperate to remedy the entire 
situation. 


Revenge for Protest. 


Friends of the Jewish internes indi- 
cated their belief that the attack 
early on last Monday morning, when, 
the internes charged they were 


bound, gagged, ducked in cold ter 
and otherwise mistreated, was act 
of revenge because tha rabbis had 
protested to Dr. Jones. Dr. Gross 
and Mr. Sweedler said discrimination 
against Jews had continted for many 
ears in the hospital, and that they 
hed received letters and telephone 
calls from several former Jewish 

tients, volunteering to testify at 

e Mayor’s inquiry regarding ill- 
treatment received in the hospital. 

“This anti-Semitism at the Kings 
County Hospital has been continuous 
for years,’”’ said Mr. Sweedler. ‘“In- 
ternes with Jewish names have not 
been allowed to sit at the same 
tables in the dining rooms with the 
Gentile doctors. When they took 
places at the general table, the Gen- 
tiles would rise, throw down their 
napkins—sometimes in the faces of 
the offenders—and march out of the 
room. The Jewish internes were not 
allowed to play on the hospital ten- 
nis courts, although they offered to 
pay their share of the upkeep. 

“Foul smelling capsules have been 
thrown into their rooms. If they 
locked their doors, the transoms 
were pried open. Their books and 
clothing have been torn. Nurses 
have been encouraged to be discour- 
teous to them and to disobey their 
orders. 

“Jewish patients have been neg- 
lected. We have one instance of a 
Jewish patient taken to the hospital 
at 3 o’clock in the morning. The 
Gentile interne who received the 
case walked away, saying: ‘So, we 
have got another damned Jew,’ and 
the patient was not attended until 
four hours later. Nurses have been 


instructed by internes to pay no at- 


tention to orders of consulting physi- 
cians who were Jews.”’ 


Pre-War Charge Made. 


Mr. Sweedler said that eleven years 
ago a Dr. Olstein of Poughkeepsie, 
a Jewish interne who afterward was 
the first medical officer of the United 
States Army to lose his life in the 
war, was overpowered in his room 
in the Kings County Hospital, bound 
and gagged, thrown into a taxicab, 
taken to the Grand Central Terminal 
with his belongin and put on a 
train with a threat that he would be 
thrown into the Hast River if he re- 
turned. He did not return.

Rockefeller Foundation Aided 
14 Medical Schools in 10 
Countries in 1926. 


BATTLED FEVER IN BRAZIL 


Report of Dr. Vincent Also Shows 
Extensive Aid to Improve Condi- 
‘tions In the United States. 


The Rockefeller Foundation dis- 
bursed $9,741,474 in 1926 in promoting 
world health, according to the first 
instalment of the annual report of 
its President, Dr. George E. Vincent, 
made public yesterday. 

The report shows that the Founda- 
tion aided the growth of fourteen 
medical schools in ten countries. It 
maintained a modern teaching hos- 
pital—the Peking Union Medical Col- 
lege, in Peking—and so organized its 
staff that in the event that an emer- 


gener should require the evacuation 
of foreigners that hospital would 
be left with a staff of native Chinese 
constituting more than a skeleton 


“The aim has always been to de- 
vel a wholly Chinese teaching 
8 and ultimately transfer the 
college and hospital to Chinese au- 
thorities,’’ says the report. 


. Fought Fever in Brazil. 
The report discloses that the Foun- 


dation had the greatest cooperation 
of the Government in Brazil in fight- 


ing yellow fever and hookworm, and 
that it ‘“‘had invaluable opportunities 
to aid British undertakings all the 
way from London and Edinburgh to 
Hongkong and Sydney.”’ 

In. France where an anti-tubercu- 
losis campaign had been prosecuted 
intensively since the end of the 
World War the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion has gradually reorganized its 
aid there so that it included in 1926 
aid to a medical school in Stras- 
bourg, a wniversity laboratory in 
Paris, two departments of the Uni- 
versity of Lyons, two nurse training 
centres in Lyons and Paris, and aid 
to other medical institutions of the 
French. 

The foundation assisted the devel- 
opment of public health training in 
fifteen institutions in twelve coun- 
tries and in ten:field stations in the 
United States and Europe, and con- 
tributed to nurse training schools in 
the United States, Brazil, France, 
Poland, Yugoslavia, China, Japan 
and Siam. 

It gave funds to organized rural 
health services in 244 counties in the 
United States and to thirty-four dis- 
tricts in twelve other countries. 

Besides activity in Brazil, it con- 
tinued yellow fever surve and 
studies in Nigeria and on the Gold 
Coast and aided efforts to show the 
possibilities of controlling malaria in 
nine North American tes and in 
Porto Rico, Nicaragua, Salvador, 
Argentina, Brazil, Italy, Spain, Po- 
land, Palestine, and the ippine 
Islands.

SUITOR SHOOTS WOMAN 
AND POLICE WOUND HIM 


Porto Rican in Critical Condition 
After Attack in Harlem— 
Victim Will Get Well. 











After he had shot Mrs. Kate Kap- 
lan yesterday morning in front of her 
home at 56 East 112th Street, Ferdi- 
nando Armedio, 32 years old, was 
shot through the abdomen by a pa- 
trolman.

The 
pistol failed and before Armedio 
could fire the patrolmen opened fire 
on him. One bullet struck Armedio 
in the abdomen. He fell forward, and 
Garvey kicked the pistol from his

“But, for instance, we are opposed 
to Mr. Smith’s ambition for the 
Presidency and we attack that in a 
way with data and argument and 
logical analysis and in an education- 
al sense. We have had for that a 
very wide and strong’ support.”’

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THE “ CRINGING” SOUTH. 

For some time The Atlanta Con- 
stitution has been making a gallant 
argument that a -Southern man 
should be the Democratic Presiden- 
tial candidate next year. That the 
South should furnish three-fifths of 
the electoral votes needed to put a 
Democrat in the White House and 
yet that all its sons should auto- 
matically be excluded from the nomi- 
nation seems to The Atlanta Con- 
stitution to be humiliating. It calls 
for “An End to Cringing.” Let the 
South demand its rights.- It has 
plenty of men fit to be President. It 
should now demand leadership. Even 
if it failed to lead to victory, it could 
not do so “ more signally than those 
“who have led us to defeat a dozen 
“times.” Instead of thinking sim- 
ply of “a few cheap offices under 
the Federal Government,” which the 
South might get if some Northern 
or Western Democrat were elected 
President, let it put political coward- 
ice behind and assert its full right to 
choose the Democratic Party nomi- 
nee for the Presidency. 

This campaign in behalf of self- 
respecting Southern Democrats has 
attracted the attention of an out- 
sider, The editor of The Manufac- 
turers’ Record of Baltimore, RICH- 
ARD H. EDMONDS, has written a 
long letter to The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion commending its stand. But he 
would have scrutiny directed more 
to Southern business men than to 
Southern politicians. To draft some 
great corporation executive for the 
Presidency seems to him to be the 
need not only of the South, but of 
the whole country. In order to make 
_his suggestion specific, Mr. EDMONDS 
proceeds to name names. Here is 
his little list: 


Let the South, therefore, begin to 
think of men like Governor Mc- 
Lzan of North Carolina, a strong 
business leader; JoHN H. Kirsy, a 
giant Christian business leader of 
Texas; JoHN E. Epcerton of Ten- 
nessee, President of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, a 
great Christian statesman in busi- 
ness affairs who is so popular 
with the Northern and Western 
members of that association—and 
they many times outnumber South- 
ern members—that they have re 
peatedly re-elected him President. 
It is interesting just here to men- 
tion the fact that for years in his 
woolen mill at Lebanon, Tenn.. 
Mr. Epcerton has maintained a 
chapel, where all of his working 
people gather every morning for 
a few moments of divine worship 
before beginning the labor of the 
day. 

It is hard to recall anything equal 
to this since the days when Mr. 
BRYAN. used to make his pleasing 
enumeratian of mute and inglorious 
Democratic Miltons, any one of 
whom would adorn the Presidency. 
No one has a word to say against 
any of the estimable gentlemen put 

forward by Mr. EDMONDs. But would 
it mot be necessary to say a great 
many words in their behalf, by the 
most approved methods of publicity, 
before the rest of the country could 
get the faintest idea who they were 
and what they had done? A man 
may be known to his neighbors 
and friends as “a giant Christian 
business leader,” but to win the 
necessary political support in States 
not. his own, —— more is 
necessary. .

They take the 
ground, for instance, that a popular 
Northern candidate for the Presi- 
dency must be ruled out of all con- 
sideration, first, because he is a 
Catholic and, second, because he is 
a Wet.

All that is 
proposed is to go steadily ahead and 
see if the minds of both North and 
South cannot be brought into agree- 
ment respecting what is the wisest

A GOOD BEGINNING. 

Indianapolis, which has had more 
than its share of corrupt machine 
politics, has taken a step toward 
better government by voting to 
adopt the city manager system. Al- 
though the vote was light, as is cus- 
s) | tomary in special elections, the odds 
of victory were overwhelming— 
swelled by the fact that a few days 
previously the Klansman Mayor, 
JOHN L. DUVALL, was indicted for 
conspiracy to commit a felony in 
connection with his campaign fund 
returns. 

Not until 1930 will the new sys- 


s | tem be installed, and certain changes 


in the State laws supervising city 
management must make their way 
through the politician-beset Legis- 
lature before a workable plan can 
be evolved. Also, the Klan poli- 
ticians who control the Republican 
city machine will make the same 
fight to elect the seven City Com- 
missioners, who are to serve under 
the new plan, that they have made 
successfully in Mayoralty elections; 
and the friends of good government 
who won the victory yesterday will 
have to overcome that obstacle when 
the time comes. But, even if they 
are balked in the Legislature in their 
effort to give wider powers to the 
City Manager, and then are defeated 
on the commissionerships, they will 
at least have the newer form of 
government and can work for vic- 
tory later on. If the performances 
of recent Indianapolis Mayors linger 
in the minds of resentful voters un- 
til 1930, the citizens will be able to 
make their triumph complete. 

As usual, despite the efforts of 
respectable colored people in the city 
and from elsewhere to win members 
of their race over to the new idea, 
the negro wards voted strongly with 
the machine. It is largely a Klan 
machine, but its klannishness is not 
directed against negroes, and col- 
ored politicians have been kept in 
line for many years past. Since 1891, 
when the negro influx to Indianapo- 
lis was first stimulated by Republi- 
can city politicians, the Democrats 
have held the Mayor’s office for a 
total of less than ten years. Among 
the Republican incumbents have 
been such personages as LEW SHANK 
the auctioneer, and the present exec- 
utive, who was elected as the Klan 
candidate on a straight-out issue 
affecting that organization. His 
indictment has come on the charge 
that, with the connivance of his 
brother-in-law, another city official, 
the Mayor omitted a large contribu- 
tion to his campaign from his sworn 
statement. 

Though the city management plan 
adoption is only the beginning of the 
move toward better government for 
Indianapolis, with a population of 
nearly 400,000, and though it has 
many difficulties yet to surmount, it 
is the first move made by that city 
in recent years to escape from its 
morass of rotten politics. As such, 
it is heartening to the friends of 
self-governmient everywhere.

IF GENERAL WOOD RETIRES. 

Although President COOLIDGE is 
anxious to have General Woop re- 
turn to the Philippines as Governor 
General, it now seems almost cer- 
tain that the General will decide to 
turn over his office to a successor. 
Almost seven years of uninterrupted 
service in the tropics, coupled with 
two serious operations and the 
shock of an automobile accident, 
have made it imperative for him 
to take a long rest in order to re- 
gain health. General Woop’s enor- 
mous vitality offset the handicap of 
advancing years. But when to the 
debilitating influence of the climate 
is added the ceaseless strain of car- 
rying out the administrative tasks 
of his office with too few assistants, 
in the face of constant opposition 
from the people whom.he was sent 
out to help, it is obvious that the 
Governor General deserves a respite. 
lf our country properly - provided 
for those who have served it with 
signa! distinction, he would be able 
to retire with the certainty’ of fin- 
ishing his life in comfort. 

One of the reasons why the Pres- 
dent has been particularly anxious 
to have the General return to the 
Philippines is that he is in complete 
accord with the Governor’s policies. 
The work of reconstruction which 
bas fallen to General Woop has been 
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most difficult. Tt has been made |cl 
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courteous, politely firm and thor- 
oughly versed in the knowledge 
how to deal with alien races. 

Such a man is almost impossible 
to find. If the President were to 
choose as General W0OoD’s successor 
a man of ordinary political training, 
without experience in the Far Hast, 
it is to be hoped that he would take 
the occasion to reaffirm the. prin- 
ciples which he has already stated 
about: our relations with the Philip- 
pines, and to make it clear beyond 
any doubt that he expects the new 
Governor to finish the work now in 
hand, Inevitably the resignation of 
General Woop would be hailed by the 
Filipino politicians who have fought 
him as a triumph for themselves. 
They will endeavor to use the new 
Governor for their own ends and 
will try to force concessions from 
him which they had not been able 
to obtain from General Woop. One 
of the difficulties experienced by all 
Governors of the Philippines has 
been the lack of a clear-cut policy 
forcefully upheld by the Administra- 
tion in Washington. President CooL- 
IDGE has done more than any of his 
predecessors to remove this handi- 
cap, and has shown that he under- 
stands the need of plain speaking. 

If General Woop does not return 
to the Philippines, he will still be 
able to do much to help the people 
of those islands by telling his coun- 
trymen more about them and their 
problems. He knows them as do few 
Americans. Furthermore, he can 
speak with the authority of one who 
has had extended experience as 
a colonial administrator. America’s 
task in the Philippines is not yet 
completed. It is beset with many 
pitfalls. In enlightening his coun- 
trymen about these problems Gen- 
eral Woop will be serving both 
Americans and Filipinos. 


DELAYS OF JUSTICE. 

Signed by eminent names, repre- 
senting various courts and bar as- 
sociations, the report of the Special 
Committee appointed by the Appel- 
late Division to inquire into the 
causes of the congestion of calen- 
dars and the delays of justice in- 
vites serious study. These delays 
spring, we are told,.from no fault 
of the courts but from the immense 
increase in their business. The 
growth of population and the com- 
plexity of modern economic organi- 
zation have often been called the 
main causes of this; but it seems 
that the automobiles jam the courts, 
as they jam the streets. Of the suits 
in tort which take up more than 
half the Supreme Court calendar, 
most are cases of alleged negligence 
in automobile accidents. The City 
Court is even more flooded with 
them and the Municipal Court near- 
ly swamped. 

The committee has been ponder- 
ing a plan of partial relief, through 
a compulsory automobile insurance 
law and an administrative board to 
award damages; but this would re- 
quire legislation which is perhaps 
distant. The committee unweariedly 
renews recommendations, some of 
which the Legislature has scorned. 
Weight attaches to the report of 
these experts, but the reitera‘ed 
proposal to penalize lawyers who 
bring groundless suits or willfully 
cause delays seems unlikely to be 
acted upon. What the Legislature 
can and should do is to force petty 
cases upon the inferior courts, to the 
benefit of the Supreme Court. It 
should also authorize the Presiding 
Justice of the Appellate Division to 
enlarge the number of official ref- 
erees. Emergency legislation, em- 
powering the Court to name forty or 
fifty lawyers as judicial officers 
without pay for the trial of jury 
cases during the emergency, is per- 
haps a pious hope rather than a 
probability. 

When we come to the Municipal 
Courts, we realize that the admin- 
istration of justice is or should be 
a unit. Reducing their own con- 
gestion, the Supreme Court and the 
City Court swelled that of the Mu- 
nicipal Courts. In these on Jan. 1 
there were 235,000 cases. These 
courts come nearer to the business 
and bosom of the ordinary man 
than their more illustrious brethren. 
There, if anywhere, justice should 
take the lead off her heels. The 
Legislature has refused to provide 
a central court house, again urged 
by the report. It has also refused 
to reorganize the forty-eight Munic- 
ipal Court Judges under a Chief 
Justice who is to act as their execu- 
tive head. The extraordinary re- 
sults of such a system in Cleveland 
were recorded in Tuesday’s NEw 
YORK TIMES. 

We return to what may be called 
the unification of the courts. Eight 
States have established Judicial 
Councils. Kansas has lately passed 
an act for such a body. Connecticut 
will have one. on July 1, The work 
of the Massachusetts Judicial Coun-' 
cil has been particularly valuable.

RUMANIAN MARIONETTE POLITICS. 


It is less than a fortnight since 
the Averescu Cabinet was torpedoed 
without warning and Prince STIRBEY 
was ed to take charge of 
the Government and the forthcom- 
ing Parliamentary elections. The 
new Premier outlined a program 
which would keep any statesman 
busy for many years, but apparently 
cracked under the effort. STIRBEY 
is now out and the King has called 
in the one man who ultimately al- 
ways comes out on top in Rumania, 
namely, ION BRATIANO, STIRBEY and 
BRATIANO are brothers-in-law and 
close allies. It is intimated that 
the former is not quite dazed or 
broken-hearted over the turn of 
affairs. Propriety, especially with 
regard to foreign opinion, required 
an interim between the ousting of 
AVERESCU and the return of BRA- 
TIANO. Yet it must be a very naive 
outside opinion that can be satisfied 
with so perfunctory an interim. 

In the play of Rumanian politics, 
one may go further and inquire 
whether General AVERESCU himself 
was utterly surprised by his sudden 
removal from office. He and his 
followers have before this acted as 
place-warmers for BRATIANO when- 
ever prudence dictated a brief ab- 
sence from the show of power. Of 
real power the veteran BRATIANO has 
never let go. With the exception 
of the Nationalist Peasant Party, 
controlling about one-sixth of the 
members of Parliament, and one or 
two microscopic national groups, 


|political parties in Rumania mean 


very little. The Bratiano dynasty, 
founded by the father of the pres- 
ent Premier, goes back half a cen- 
tury to the emergence of Rumania 
as an independent kingdom, and 
seems almost certain to endure for 
the lifetime of the present head 
of it. 

One may interpret this stage pa- 
rade of Rumanian party politics in 
opposite ways. It would indicate 
that the country has still to develop 
a real political consciousness and an 
interest in constitutional govern- 
ment. Until the quarrels over the 
succession to the throne arose there 
seemed to be no vital issue to divide 
the people. But this may be a sub- 
ject for congratulation. The fierce 
party spirit that has been mani- 
fested in the other post-war States 
of Central Europe—in Poland, Yugo- 
slavia, Bulgaria and even in Czecho- 
slovakia—may contribute to the 
ultimate political education of a 
people, but does not make its imme- 
diate lot any happier. Apparently 
passions do not run very high in a 
Rumania, which seems content to 
be ruled alternately by BRATIANO’S 
Government and by BRATIANO’S Op- 
position. 


ST. GEORGE AND THE DRAGON. 

One American institution spent 
nearly ten million dollars last year 
in promoting health throughout the 
world. Such great things have 


the magnitude and  beneficence 
of its undertaking are not real- 
ized. The mere mention of the 
name “ Rockefeller Foundation” so 
promptly enlarges expectations as 
to prevent due appreciation of its 
service to humanity. If it were a 
nameless, unknown Samaritan that 
was going around the earth, not 
only binding up the wounds of the 
suffering, but also preventing some 
of the diseases and ills to which 
human kind has been till now a 
hopeless heir, he would be the 
most romantic personage of modern 
times; but being a “ foundation” 
and obliged to give an account of 
its expenditure, to show, even to 
the pennies, what it spent on the 
road to Jericho, or out in Sarawak 
or down in Guatemala, and to ex- 
plain its health program for Brazil 
or China, it does not have the praise 
it deserves. 

The brief review of the year 1926 
by Dr. VINCENT, President of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, with all its 
impersonality and absence of ap- 
pealing illustrations of healing, is a 
document as full of the material of 
romance and chivalry as the Idylis 
of the King. St. George is fighting 
the dragon in a realistic and scien- 
tific way, whether the dragon be 
the hookworm in twenty-one differ- 
ent countries, yellow fever in two 
continents, or malaria in a dozen 
lands besides several of our own 
States. There is an even higher kind 
of service in providing for nurse 
training, helping medical schools to 
demonstrate plans for improvement 
in education, organizing rural health 
centres, supporting fellowships (889) 
for men and women from forty- 
eight different countries, and doing 
a score of other things to make the 
world a safer place to live in: 

The Foundation “takes no in- 
terest in merely expansive work.” 


Nor is it a “ patron.” It is a “ part- 
ner” with Government’ agencies,

been done by it in other years that / 
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many populations; diphtheria is 
coming under successful control; 
the outlook for preventing the 
spread of scarlet fever is brighter; 
malaria is being ousted from 
various strongholds; yellow fever 
seems to be making a last stand; 
cholera cannot seriously invade a 
country which has a modern wa- 


ter supply and proper disposal of 
wastes; typhus has few terrors 


for communities addicted to soap 
and water and clean linen. 

The .Foundation makes no claim 
for credit for this achievement, but 
it must take satisfaction in know- 
ing that it has contributed mightily 
to making such progress possible. 


THE HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS. 

City dwellers are beginning to real- 
ize that there is a direct relation be- 
tween skyscrapers and street con- 
gestion. It is a troublesome question 
not alone for the experts, but for 
business interests. The Broadway 
Association has just joined the ranks 
of those who propose to study the 
problem, particularly in its bearing 
on the midtown area, where conges- 
tion is increasing every day. Of still 
more significance was the action of 
the Board of Estimate in holding up 
its chief engineer’s recommendation 
that higher buildings should be 
allowed all along the middle part of 
Eighth Avenue, Hitherto the board 
has paid scant attention to the de- 
mand for stricter regulation of build- 
ing heights. But this time Mr. CuR- 
RAN found ranged alongside him his 
ancient opponent, Mr. HARVEY WILEY 
CORBETT. The board, after listening 
to their arguments, which were 
backed by the Regional Plan Com- 
mittee, adopted Borough President 
MILLER’S motion to postpone action 
on the Eighth Avenue application, 
presumably until the Mayor’s Com- 
mittee on Plan and Survey has had 
a chance to make its comprehensive 
report on the question of building 
heights. 

Mr. TUTTLE, the board’s engineer, 
himself pointed out that increased 
traffic congestion “will inevitably 
“grow aut of the increase in the 
“ bulk of the buildings if the change 
“is made.” The Regional Plan Com- 
mittee’s experts contended that as 
heights are increased, room for 
traffic circulation is further reduced, 
the city is forced to resort to the 
most expensive means of counteract- 
ing congestion, and in the long run 
the neighborhood itself suffers. As 
a case in point, crowded conditions 
in Eighth Avenue have already led 
to Borough President MILLER’S pro- 
posal, bitterly fought by the prop- 
erty owners themselves, that side- 
walk space be curtailed to make 
more room for vehicular traffic. 

In this controversy Mr. CORBETT’S 
judgment is entitled to special 
weight, coming as it does from one 
who is known as an ardent champion 
of the skyscraper: 


It seems to me that such pro- 
posed changes seriously threaten 
the effectiveness of the entire zon- 
ing ordinance. While I am person- 
ally a believer in concentrated busi- 
ness zones, I still feel strongly that 
the future of the city will depend 
on a more comprehensive zoning 
regulation in which due considera- 
tion is given to the necessary rela- 
tion between street capacity and 
bulk of buildings.

But the 
untutored Russian peasant is ex- 
pected to — this distinction in 
mind. 

In the 
matter of providing schools for the 
peasants the Soviet Government has 
not done very well. But in inculcat- 
ing a fervent patriotism coupled with 
a firm self-control under provocation 
it would seem to be training the 
peasants for the_ self-government 
which they do not at present enjoy.

All proper 
conceptions of doing or dying for be- 
loved Alma Mater seem to be turned 
topsy-turvy by such an incomprehen- 
sible attitude on the part of the Yale 
Faculty. 

Anyhow, the true ————— will 
soon be re-established. No tabloid 
will publish a photograph of the 
prize-winning student. In a little 
while the oarsmen will come into 
their own, in the matter ef flamboy- 
ant publicity, and then, it is to be 
expected, the best student in his 
class will slink off in shame merely 
to prepare himself for a great suc- 
cess in after life.

Help Needed in Kentucky. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Leslie County, the most inaccessible of 
the mountain counties on the Kentucky and 
Big Sandy Rivers devastated by the recent 
storms and floods, needs help. For ten days 
even first-class mail has not traveled in 
and out of Leslie, and news of our nursing 
service and of the people was brought us 
personally by ome of the nurses, who walked 
eighteen miles to the railroad over roads 
useless even for horseback riding. As the 
only health agency overating in the Leslie 
area along the Middle Fork of the Ken- 
tucky, we have been asked by the autho- 
rities to assume full responsibility for the 
whole county, of which we normally cover 
only about one-third. 

Because many of the wells have been 
flooded by the river, the urgent health need 
lies in the prevention of epidemics of ty- 
phoid and dysentery. To do this our nurs 
ing staff must be strengthened and support- 
ed at once 

These mountaineers have poured out their 
lives like water in every one of our coun- 
try’s battles. never waiting for a second 
call. They do not ask for themselves. We 
are asking for them.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

of the third-term issue 
appears to be confined thus far to 
members of the Republican Party, 
and Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler is 
the loudest in the G. O. P. ranks to 
cry out against Mr. Coolidge’s re- 
nomination and election next year as 
being in violation of the “‘third-term 
tradition.’”’ If the Republicans this 
early in the day are trying to create 
a third-term issue, it is reasonable 
to believe that the hue and cry will 
be taken up by the Democrats next 
year if Mr. Coolidge is renominated. 

The Democrats, however, and those 
opponents of. Mr. Coolidge in the 
Republican Party would do well to 
remember that neither statute nor 
Constitution provides a ‘‘third-term 
isdue’’; that the issue is based on the 
decision of Washington not to shoul- 
der a third term, largely because he 
was tired of public office, which was 
later taken up by Mr. Jefferson as 
offering a precedent, because he, too, 
was tired of office. Since Jefferson's 
day, Grant and Roosevelt probably 
gladly would have entered the White 
House for a third term if the peo- 
ple had wanted them, and the same 
thing might be said of Mr. Wilson. 

Democrats and Republican op- 
ponents of Mr. Coolidge should for- 
get the third-term issue and consider 
a far more important issue—the Cal- 
vin Coolidge issue. In other words 
the question of renominating and 
electing Mr. Coolidge for office, if 
we are sincere about it, is not a 
question of how many terms he has 
served, but how well he has served 
his past terms and how well he 
promises to serve in the future. That 
is the sole issue—and it is the only 
sensible one for the American elec- 
torate to consider. As a test, let us 
assume that Mr. Coolidge is the 
greatest statesman and finest Presi- 
dent the White House has ever 
known. Would Dr. Butler continue 
to insist, in such circumstances, that 
Mr. Coolidge should not be renomi- 
nated and re-elected? Certainly a de- 
mocracy such as America is. needs 
the services of the best man among 
the best men, and should, by all 
means, have the best human mate- 
rial in the White House, whether he 
has served two previous terms or 
four. That is common sense. 

Dr. Butler himself has what 
amounts to a life term at Columbia 
University, and fortunately for that 
institution he is quite capable of 
performing his duties. He is quite 
capable of making Columbia a suc- 
cessful and growing institution of 
learning, so that I believe if he were 
entirely sincere about Mr. Coolidge, 
he would not oppose his renomina- 
tion on the strength of a mere tradi- 
tion established by the poor tired 
first President, but would oppose 
him, as he deserves to be opposed, 
on the strength of his past record.

DOCTOR SLAPPED HIM,

SUICIDE RATE RISES 
IN AMERICAN CITIES 


Show Increase From 15.1 to 
15.9 Per 100,000 Population. 


HIGHEST ON PACIFIC COAST 


No Epidemic of Student Deaths 
Indicated—Heeding. of Threats 
Urged as Preventive. 


A slight increase occurred in the 
suicide rate in 1926, according to an 
analysis of the statistics of 120 
American cities, made public. yester- 
day by’ Frederick L. Hoffman, statis- 
tician of the Prudential Life Insur- 
ance Company, in The Spectator, an 
insurance journal. The rate last 
year was 15.9 per 100,000 population, 
against 15.1 in 1925. 

The statistics do not indicate that 
there was any epidemic of student 
suicides. On this subject Mr. Hoff- 
man said: 

‘‘Under normal conditions we ae 
about 300 deaths from suicide at 
15-19, and it is very doubtful whe = 
during the present year this number 
has materially increased. The sim- 

le fact is that the subject has at- 
— more public attention than 
in the past and every student suicide 
has been given wide publicity. That, 
of course, is by no means undesira- 
ble, for the subject 1s one demanding 
constant public consideration.”’ 


Annual Average Is 15,000. 


Using estimates for those sections 
of the country which do. not keep 
records of suicides, the total number 
of suicides each year in. this country 
is about 15,000, according to Mr. 
Hoffman, who continues: 

‘Something must be radically 
wrong with our civilization that so 
vast an army of men and women, 
young and old, rich and poor, white 
and black, should find the conditions 
of existence intolerable.”

No mere latitudes. ‘or common- 
lace philosophy will solve the -prob- 
em,’’ he declares. ‘‘It.is certainly 
significant that in many cases the 
intent of suicide ‘has been clearly 
and often repeatedly indicated. It 
is by not taking these threats of 
suicide seriously that many cases are 
not prevented. 

Increases in Sixty-two Cities. 

“The suicide rate during 1926 in- 
creased in sixty-two cities available 
for review. The highest suicide rate 
for the year was Sacramento, Cal., 
with 46.3 per 100,000, followed by a 
rate of 41.8 for San Diego, Cal. 
Other cities with comparatively high 
rates for the year are Atlantic City, 
with a rate of 35.3; Dallas, Texas, 
25.1; Denver, Col., 25.6; Spokane, 
Wash., 26.2; Seattle, Wash., 22.8; 
Tempe, Fla., - 22.5, and Los Angeles,

CITY ENGINEERS 
TO AIR GRIEVANCES 


Those Employed by Board of 
Transportation Will Hold 
Mass Meeting Today. 


INSPECTORS JOIN PROTEST 


Say Chairman Delaney Ignores 


Requests for Hearing on Pay 
and Working Conditions. 


A mass meeting of engineers and 
inspectors of the Board of Transpor- 
tation has been called by the Union 
of Technical Men, Local 37, at the 
Labor Temple, Fourteenth Street 


and Second Avenue, for this evening 


at 6 o’clock in an effort to get a 
hearing before the Board of Trans- 
portation on a demand for increased 
pay and better working conditions. 

The announcement of the union 
says that the engineers and inspec- 
tors, numbering 1,600, of whom 80 
per cent. are organized, have been 
unable thus far to get a hearing be- 
fore the Board of Transportation. 
The announcement of the protest 
mass meeting sent out by the union 
said: 

“The meeting is called by the union 
at the request of the Board of 
Transportation engineers due to the 
fact that Commissioner John H. De- 
laney has totally ignored their re- 
peated requests made through the 
Secretary of the Central Trades and 
Labor Council to get a hearing. 

“The technical employes of the 
Board of Transportation have a num- 
ber of serious grievances which they 
seek to present to the Commissioners. 
The grievances are: 

‘1. The engineers working in. the 
field have for the last year been re- 
quired to work one additional hour 
each day without compensation. 
They ask either a return to the re 
lar work day or proper compensation 
for the additional work. 

“2. The engineers of the Board of 
Tr rtation are demanding the 
adoption of the Union schedule as 
the present schedule of salaries is 
far Many college gradu- 
ates working as engineers for the 
city are working at the present mini- 
mum of $1,560 a year and the Union 
pro s a-minimum of $2,160. Gen- 

ly, the increase for all engineers 
demanded by the Union is per 
cen 

“3. The Board of Transportation 
allows no sick leave to its employes. 
They ask for one month’s sick leave: 

‘4. That in accordance with ‘the 
practice in all other city depart- 
ments, the six-hour day obtain. in 
the Board of Transportation for the 
months of July and August.”’

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Advances. and Declines Equally 
Distributed in Stocks, Transac- 
tions Smaller—Money 4%. 


Yesterday’s money market fre- 
mained unchanged at a slightly lower 
level than in this week a year ago. 
The: stock market, drifting without 
apparent trend or purpose, again 
presented fairly equal distribution of 
advances and declines, none of them 
important and none of them reflect- 
ing aspects of the genera! situation. 
But nothing had developed in the fi- 
nancial or industrial position to im- 
press the Stock Exchange’s imagina- 
tion. The decreasing daily total of 
transactions indicated again that 
even the restless professional specu- 
lator was weary of his recent activi- 
ties. 

Probably the inference which Wall 
Street will draw from the market’s 
course is that the rise in prices has 
been pretty definitely checked, but 
that neither the speculative nor the 


1} investing contingent is in a mood of 
‘| apprehension or disposed to sell. The 


key to the situation is apparently the 
money market, which is as lifeless as 
it perhaps has ever been at this time 
of year. The rate makes no visible 
response whatever to such influences 
as an unsually long series of New 
York reserve deficits o° a brokers’ 
loan report which surpasses all prec- 
edent for magnitude. Taken as a 
whole, it is a situation in which no 
one can look very far ahead, but 
which may be dominated later by the 
course of trade and industry between 
now and Autumn. 

Two reports regarding current 
trade emphasized the fact that indus- 
trial activity is running below the 
1928 mark. The weekly review of the 
steel] market estimated Pittsburgh 
mills as working at 65 per cent. of 
capacity as against 75 a month ago 
and a general « erage of about 80 
per cent. at this time last year. 
Loadings of railway freight in the 
second week of June again fell short 
of the same week in 1926. The de- 
crease of 24,166 cars was less than 
that of the preceding two weeks, 
more than half of it was in - al, ind 
total loadings for the year to date 
were still above 1926, but it vrought 
the reduction since the middle of 
May to more than 134,000 cars. 

Another of yesterday’s reports, the 
cabled statement of Germany’s for- 
eign trade in May, threw light on 
s veral incidents in current finance. 
With the month’s imports into Ger- 
many exceeding exports by 339,000,- 
000 marks, making an import sur- 
plus of 1,513,000,000 marks, or $360,- 
000,000, for 1927 to date, it is not dif- 
ficult to understand either the 

Reichsbank’s loss of 80 per cent. of 
its foreign currency reserve since 
the year began, or the high Berlin 
money rate, or the fall on the Stock 
Exchange, or the sudden decision of 
the German merket to borrow heav- 
ily again abroad. To Germany. 
more than any other foreign coun- 
try, the problem has now become 
pressing as to how long the country’s 
foreign balance, in the existing ab- 
normal international relationships, 
can be kept good merely by perpet- 
ual borrowing. 

France has shaken off dependence 
on other markets, both by an export 
surplus in its foreign trade and by 
recalling French capital from for- 
eign markets. England appears to 
have overcome its heavily adverse 
merchandise trade balance by at- 
tracting foreign capital to its open 
money market, as it did in pre-war 
days. But Germany, after endeavor- 
ing to escape from accumulated for- 
eign borrowing, has been forced 
back into it again. The United States 
had the same experience after the 
Civil War, when our markets bor- 
rowed abroad on a seemingly end- 
less program to offset the $100,000,000 
annual surplus of merchandise im- 
portations. In 18738, after the great 
fall of prices, our trade balance was 
permanently reversed, as Germany’s 
may be hereafter. But at the mo 
ment the means bv which Germany 
will manage to pay her current for- 
eign obligations in goods is as hard 
to discover as the means by which 
the United States can be brought to 
accept goods in payment of Europe’s 
accruing indebtedness.

1921 to $5,143,000 in 1926. Revenues and expenditures for 1927 ate officially estimated at 
about $5,380,000.

OF ARGENTINE TRADE 


American Chamber of Commerce 
Then Reviews Year of 
Adverse Conditions. 


Inherent resources of the Argentine 
Republic manifested themselves de- 
spite unfavorable conditions which 
existed in the fiscal year ended on 
March 31, 1927, says a review of con- 
ditions made by the Board of Gover- 
nors of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States of America in the 
Argentine Republic. . 

“In the early part of the year’’ the 
report continues, ‘‘the effects of the 
partial failure of the wheat harvest 
of 1925-26 resulting from black rust 
in the provinces of Cordoba, Santa 
Fe and the Pampa, and a yield much 
less than had been anticipated, were 
extremely serious. The British. coal 
strike resulted in a reduction in the 
consumption of cereals, meat and 
wool. reason of the diversion of 
many.of the bottoms which would 
normally have been bringing coal to 
the Argentine and .carrying cereals 
on the return. trip, there developed a 
shortage of cargo space with a most 
pronounced increase in charter rates, 
which at one time rose to 52 shillings, 
in place of rates of 15 to 20 shillings 
which would have no ly pre- 
vailed. 

“By reason of the economic law 
that increased costs of transportation 
during periods of abundance revert 
to the detriment of producers, the 
prices realized on cereals were con- 
siderably less than would ordinarily 
have been obtained. An unusually 
rainy Winter season produced excel- 
lent pasturage, and cattle fattened to 
marketable conditions much earlier 
than has been the case in previous 
years. There peverape consequently 
a supply of steers in excess of the 
demand, in itself curtailed by a be- 
low-normal consumption in rope, 
and prices realized for such stock 
were much less than in previous 
years.’’ 

The report points out the apprecia- 
tion of the Argentine peso during 
1926, trade between Argentine and 
the United States, the production of 
various commodities, and many other 
important factors in the economic 
life of the Republic and the Cham- 
ber’s work there.
